Loughlin  reminded  the  Council  about  a  meeting  that  took  place  with 
former  Speaker  Bartley  and  Senate  President  Harrington  where  they  both  agreed  that 
we  would  have  no  trouble  getting  roll  calls  because  of  the  support  that  the  Council 
and  its  affiliates  had  shown  towards  the  leadership  of  Former  Senate  President 
Maurice  Donohue  and  others.  Then  at  a  later  meeting  with  Bartley  &  Harrington 
Harrington  made  it  very  clear  that  in  no  way  would  he  put  the  Senators  in  his 
Chambers  in  an  embarrassing  position  on  roll  call  votes  and  that  is  the  way  it 
stands  today.

So  voted. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farnham  told  the  Council  that  due  to  the  fact  a  couple  of  the  Executive 
Officers  would  be  out  of  town  the  third  Thursday  in  February,  a  request  has  been 
made  that  the  next  meeting  be  held  on  February  12,  1976. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  hold  the  next  meeting  on  February  12,  1976. 
So  voted. 

V.P.  Valentino  asked  for  help  on  a  bill  coming  up  in  the  State  House  which  would 
do  away  with  a  lot  of  work  that  barbers  have  had  for  years.  He  believes  the  bill 
number  is  H.281.  The  barbers  are  opposed  to  it  and  would  like  to  the  Council  to 
oppose  it. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  support  the  barbers.   So  voted. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farnham  informed  the  Council  that  we  have  to  get  some  direction  on  how 
to  treat  the  Legislators  who  voted  for  voluntary  quits.  We  are  getting  into  the 
period  of  time  when  Representatives  and  Senators  are  looking  for  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  EXEC.  V.?.  CLEARY  CKAIPJ-lAff  CJ   EQITSI>Tt  OCM-UTTEE 
Exec.  Y.P.  Cleary  reported  that  at  the  housing  conference  he  attended  the 
emphasis  was  on  rehabilitation.   In  January,  1973  the  President  cut  off  housing 
and  now  everything  that  \iras  planned  in  new  construction  in  1973  is  drying  up. 

When  you  talk  about  lj.00,000  new  units  to  be  constructed  you  are  actually  talking 
about  100,000  new  units  and  300*00  rehab s.  We  are  moving  into  rehabilitation 
and  this  is  going  to  be  a  hard  way  of  upgrading  housing.  We  will  lose  approximately 
£60?0C0  per  year. 

The  Building  Trades  is  getting  the  burden  of  the  cost  of  construction.  A  recent 
study  by  a  national  management  organization  showed  that  on  site  labor  in  1949 
got  32%  of  the  cost  of  a  complete  building.   In  1969  it  was  17%  -  1974  was  15%. 
Between  the  years  1949  and  1974  it  has  come  down  better  than  £0%.  Materials 
cost  36%  in  191+9 ,    37%  in  1969,  32%  in  1>'?4.  Land  was  11%  in  1949,  22%  in  1969 
and  2%   in  1974-  Overhead  and  profit  was  1%   in  1949?  13%  in  1969  and  iy/0   in 
1974.   Financing  was  %   in  1949?  7%  in  1969  and  10%  in  1974.   The  cost  of 
construction  doubled  in  land  and  financing.  Labor  has  come  down  from  33%  "to 

15%. 

There  is  a  new  agreement  coming  out  on  rehab s.   One  is  the  President's  agreement 
for  maintenance  on  nuclear  plants.  There  is  now  another  Presidential  agreement 
on  a  nuclear  plant  in  Plymouth  and  we  will  have  one  in  Seabrook.   There  is  a 
reduced  rate  agreement  on  rehabs.  Rehabilitation  will  be  going  on  for  the  next 
two  years.  The  only  way  a  change  can  be  made  is  in  the  Administration  in 
November.  There  is  no  money  from  HUD  en  housing. 

Exec.  Y.P.  Cleary  thanked  everyone  for  their  help  on  the  situs  picketing  bill. 
Massachusetts  was  othe  only  major  State  that  votod  100%  for  situs  picketing.

Loughlin  reported  that  he  would  like  to  have  the  members  of  the  Council 
at  the  State  House  on  Tuesday  for  the  hewing  on  Eouse  Bill  I+62I4..  He  expressed  his 
opposition  to  this  unemployment  compensation  bill  presented  by  the  Governor. 

V.P.  Devlin  read  a  letter  from  the  Worcester  State  College  Faculty  Federation 
Local  2070,  Frank  S.  Minasian,  Chairman,  in  which  the  Executive  Council  was  asked 
for  support  in  their  efforts  in  gaining  funding  for  certain  schools  and  that  all 
affiliates  be  asked  to  contact  their  legislators  on  behalf  of  the  schools.  Support 
was  also  requested  for  the  informational  picketing  at  these  5  institutions  on  May  J>> 
1976.  A  motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  comply  with  the  request.  So  voted. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report.  So  voted. 

Exec.  V.  P.  Farnham  reported  on  the  Flat  Rate  Proposal  that  would  redistribute  money 
to  be  paid  for  electricity.  Supposedly  it  reduces  household  rates,  but  it  puts 
pressure  on  industry.  He  explained  that  a  few  dollars  would  be  saved  on  our  electri- 
city costs  but  the  cost  of  consumer  products  would  go  up  and  Massachusetts'  industry 
would  be  driven  from  the  State  because  of  high  power  rates. 

Sec.  Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  flat  rates. 

Exec.  V.  P.  Cleary  reported  that  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Council  at  their  last 
meeting  decided  on  a  position  opposing  flat  rates. 

A  recess  in  the  regular  order  of  business  vas  called  for  because  the  Governor  was 
now  ready  to  appear  before  the  Council.  A  motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to 
recess.  So  voted. 

Pres.  Sullivan  introduced  the  Governor  who  then  explained  his  latest  unemployment 
compensation  package. 

The  State  is  now  facing  unemployment  compensation  $26f>  million  in  the  hole.  We  can 
do  one  of  three  things  J  (l)  cut  benefits,  (2)  tighten  eligibility,  or  (3)  increase 
employer  contributions.  He  has  chosen  the  last  two.  He  wants  to  turn  unemployment 
checks  into  payroll  checks.  He  is  open  to  amendments  on  proposed  legislation. 
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Pres.  Sullivan  called  for  questions  from  the  Council  Members. 

V.  P.  Litano  suggested  an  unemployment  aar(  stride  "benefit  "bill  to  be  funded  by  a  wage 
tax.  The  concensus  of  the  Council  was  li  '.,  they  vera  in  favor  of  a^  wage  tax  for 
this  purpose  if  the  money  was  used  for  the  purpose  intended.  V.  P.  Buffum  was  opposed 
to  this  proposal. 

V.P.  Tarallo  asked  who  would  determine  what  "suitable  employment"  meant.  The  Gov. 
replied  that  there  would  be  a  panel  with  an  appeal  procedure. 

V.  P,  Drew  suggested  that  there  is  a  need  for  labor  representatives  on  these  panels. 
She  also  stated  her  objections  to  the  "cleaning  cutr  efforts  at  the  University  of 
Mass.  Administrative  jobs  need  cleaning  out  not  the  lew  paid  workers.  Also,  the 
proposal  to  have  a  cooperative  run  by  the  students  would  put  employees  out  of  work* 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  Governor  that  he  was  disappointed  that  our  requests  have 
not  been  honored.  These  include  workmen' s  compensation,  the  airport,  blue  laws,  I-9!>> 
graduated  income  taxe3  and  unemployment  compensation, 

Co  \  2ukakis  stated  Ms  administration  was  against  an  airport  curfew,  that  there  are 
many  different  opinions  from  labor  re^ardin^  blue  laws,  that  he  was  trying  to  keep 
problems  of  1-95  out  of  the  courts,  that  unemployment  compensation  is  a  $265  million 
dollar  problem  and  that  the  Lt.  Gov.  would  have  to  answer  the  question  relative  to 
workmen'  s  compensation. 

The  Vice  Presidents  told  the  Governor  of  several  problems  their  locals  were  having 
relative  to  the  new  voluntary  quits  laws  and  the  Governor  suggested  that  any  problems 
be  submitted  to  him  in  writing. 

The  Governor  also  agreed  to  look  into  matters  on  the  Workmen's  Compensation  temporary 
commissioners • 

V.  P.  Sommers  asked  the  Governor  why  he  was  supporting  the  Ban  the  Bottles  Bill  and 
was  told  that  return  bottles  might  keep  Massachusetts  cleaner. 

V.  P.  Mello  suggested  that  we  should  not  try  to  compete  with  New  Hampshire. 

The  problem  of  unemployment  compensation  and  national  health  should  be  a  nationally 

run  program. 

V.  P.  Khoury  brought  up  the  problem  of  the  backlog  of  Workmen's  Comp.  cases  and  the 
fact  that  without  personnel  work  will  net  get  done. 

V.  P.  Dominick  brought  up  the  subject  of  the  graduated  income  tax  and  the  Governor 
said  they  are  trying  to  get  a  moderated  tax  bill  passed. 

Exec,  V.  P.  Farnham  expressed  his  dismay  at  the  unfair  task  force  on  unemployment. 

The  Governor  expressed  his  thanks  to  the  Council  for  letting  him  come  and  the  regular 
order  of  business  continued. 

V.  P.  Litano  reported  that  he  net  with  Pair  Share  in  his  area  and  that  they  had  many 
unanswered  questions.  They  did  not  know  how  it  would  effect  tax  rates  or  the  consumer. 
Surveys  should  be  taken  in  each  community  to  see  how  flat  rates  would  effect  people. 
He  will  send  in  surveys  from  his  area, 

V.  P.  Grieco  has  background  papers  en  the  issue  which  he  will  send  in. 

Exec.  V.  Pc  Cleary  made  a  motion  that  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  go  on 
record  against  Flat  Rates.  Exec.  V.  P*  jfersfeam  stated  that  we  are  not  opposed  to 
Life  Line  and  V.  P.  Brew  said  we  should  be  f-vxq   to  clarify  our  position  on  Plat 
Rates  when  we  go  public.  Motion  seconded  and  so  voted.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Sullivan  asked  V.P.  Osborn  to  give  a  report  on  the  committee  that  was 

set  up  to  work  with  the  Building  Trader  in  setting  up  a  demons ti?ation. 

V.P.  Osborn  reported  that  immediately  following  the  vote  to  form  the  committee 
a  meeting  was  held.  The  Building  Trades  people  were  intent  on  having  the  parade 
in  one  month's  time.  V.P.  Osborn  talked  to  the  rest  of  the  committee  and  then 
reported  to  President  Sullivan  that  he  didn't  think  it  was  possible  to  accomplish 
the  demonstration  in  one  month.  It  was  voted  in  Chicopee  to  go  back  to  the 
Building  Trades  and  inform  their  committee  that  it  couldn't  be  done  in  that 
time  but  we  would  be  willing  to  cooperate  at  a  later  date.  A  meeting  was  held 
by  both  committees  and  Tom  Evers,  the  Chairman,  was  informed  of  our  position. 
He  understood  completely  and  said  that  the  Building  Trades  were  going  to  go 
ahead  themselves.  No  demonstration  was  held  and  V.P.  Osborn  got  a  communication 
advising  that  they  would  rather  put  it  off  and  have  it  on  September  15,  1976, 
the  Wednesday  of  our  convention. 
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President  Sullivan  stated  that  we  would  have  to  find  out  what  time  of  day  they 
were  planning  on  as  we  can't  allow  it  to  interfere  with  our  Convention.  It  is 
only  a  3  day  convention  -  lj  days  for  our  "business  and  lj  for  Cope. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  indicate  to  the  Building  Trades  that  we  are  still 
willing  to  cooperate  with  them  and  allow  V.P.  Osbom  to  have  a  meeting  with  his 
committee  and  the  Building  Trades  Committee  and  report  back  to  us.  So  voted. 

Some  time  ago  a  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Building  Trades  Convention.  President 
Sullivan  informed  the  Council,  which  in  effect  stated  that  they  were  withdrawing 
support  from  the  United  Way  of  Mass.  Bay  and  that  the  resolution  be  introduced 
at  our  convention.  This  resolution  came  about  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Quincy 
"YMCA  handled  out  a  contract  to  a  non  union  contractor  from  the  North  Shore.  A 
meeting  was  held  with  Bob  Chandler,  Berry  Aronson,  Frank  Prioli,  Frank  Broderick 
and  Arthur  DiPietro.  Bob  Chandler  was  told  that  this  resolution  was  going  to  be 
brought  before  the  Building  Trades  Convention  and  would  cause  problems  with 
organized  labor  if  the  resolution  were  to  pass.  After  a  discussion  with  Carmine 
D'Olimpio  they  were  able  to  get  him  to  soften  the  language  with  regard  to  the 
withdrawal  of  all  organized  labor's  support. 

Leo  Perlis,  head  of  the  Community  Services  Dept.,  an  arm  of  the  AFL-CIO,  had 
been  kept  up  to  date  on  the  situation  and  Pres.  Sullivan  and  Exec.  V.P,  Farnham 
met  with  Mr.  Perlis  to  discuss  the  situation.  Mr.  Perlis  made  the  following 
points:  The  Building  Trades  may  adopt  any  resolution  they  deem  appropriate  - 
the  three  requests  that  were  made  by  Mr.  B'Olimpio  were  reasonable  -  Labor 
representation  on  United  Way  Board  is  inadequate  -  no  central  labor  council  is 
authorized  to  initiate  officially  a  boycott  of  the  YMCA  or  the  United  Way  without 
following  certain  procedures.  A  statement  made  by  the  AFL-CIO  Executive  Council 
regarding  Agency-Union  problems  dated  2/26/68  resolved  to  request  all  central 
labor  bodies  to  refer  all  requests  to  boycott  all  such  agencies  that  are  involved 
in  local  labor  disputes  to  the  AFL-CIO  Department  of  ComiT.mity  Services  and  to 
direct  the  AFL-CIO  Department  of  Community  Services  to  intervene  with  the 
appropriate  agencies  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  speedy  and  satisfactory 
resolution  of  each  problem.  This  is  what  the  Building  Trades  are  required  to 
do  and  we  will  so  notify  them.  Under  our  rules  if  a  resolution  comes  in  that 
has  anything  to  do  with  boycotting  the  United  V/ay  of  Mass.  Bay  we  will  send  them 
a  copy  of  this  statement  and  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  AFL-CIO  Executive  Council 
and  advise  them  that  they  have  to  follow  the  rules. 

The  Vice  Presidents  then  discussed  the  various  problems  they  were  having  with 
the  United  Way.  V.P.  LaGrasta  said  that  he  had  been  having  trouble  in  the  Brockton 
area  for  a  long  time.  They  cannot  get  a  labor  man  on  the  coHoiittee.  President 
Sullivan  said  that  we  had  never  received  a  request  for  help  from  the  Brockton 
Central  Labor  Council  and  if  we  receive  a  letter  we  will  call  it  to  the  attention 
of  Mr.  Perlis. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  leave  the  problem  of  the  Mass.  Bay  United  Way 
in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Officers  and  an  ad  hoc  committee  be  appointed  to 
look  into  this  matter. 

V.P.  O'Heil  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  a  move  was  underway  by 
the  Mass.  Bay  Urdted  Way  to  withhold  -9100,000  from  the  Mass.  Medical  Foundation. 
Exec.  V.P.  Farnham  told  him  that  he  thinks  the  money  is  going  to  be  restored. 
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A  motion  was  duly  made  &  seconded  that  we  go  on  record  supporting  the  request 
of  the  Mass.  Medical  Foundation  and  a  letter  be  sent  stating  this.  So  voted. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  President's  Report.  So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  gave  the  General  Fund  &  Cope  financial  reports.  Motion 

duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  reports.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  the  books  were  closing  on  June  30th  and  the 
locals  that  are  in  arrears  will  be  suspended. 

Sec.-Treas  Loughlin  and  V.P.  Sullivan  had  made  arrangements  to  have  our  1977 
Convention  at  the  Copley  Plaza  Hotel  due  to  the  fact  the  Statler  was  going  to 
close.  We  now  find  that  the  Statler  is  not  going  to  close.  We  haven't  signed 
with  the  Copley  but  we  have  given  our  word.  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  wanted  to  know 
if  the  Council  still  wants  to  have  the  1977  Convention  at  the  Copley  or  if  he 
should  switch  to  the  Statler. 

V.P.  Sullivan  pointed  out  that  he  represents  all  hotels.  We  did  make  a  commitment 
to  the  Copley  and  he  has  to  sit  in  negotiations  with  these  people  shortly.  He 
doesn't  care  if  we  have  the  convention  at  the  Statler  but  he  wants  to  be  taken 
off  the  hook. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  leave  this  in  the  hands  of  Secretary-Treasurer 
Loughlin  and  V.P.  Sullivan.  So  voted. 

AFSC&ME  is  on  strike  and  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  Council  about  a  meeting 
that  was  held  with  the  Governor  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  regarding  legislation. 
At  that  time  collective  bargaining  was  discussed  and  the  Governor  assured  us  he 
would  sit  down  with  people  and  do  the  best  he  could.

A 
call  was  also  received  from  National  Cope  re  Kennedy  primary. 

Ed  Pannerello  (Retail  Clerks)  of  National  Cope  has  offered  his  services  in 
respective  congressional  districts. 

A  letter  has  been  sent  to  all  Cope  members  relative  to  a  meeting  on  July  19,  1976 
at  the  Statler  Hilton  Hotel. 

Cope  Dir.  Callahan  gave  a  report  on  the  success  of  the  recent  Gompers-Murray 
Institute . 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Cope  Report.  So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

The  tips  and  gratuities  bill  which  is  in  its  third  reading  and  the  bill  to  prevent 
the  hiring  of  illegal  aliens  both  came  out  favorably.  The  Speaker  says  there  will 
be  no  problem  in  the  House.  We  will  lave  to  do  our  work  in  the  Senate. 

We  were  requested  to  assist  with  3  MBTA  bills  which  would  affect  the  work  procedure 
severely  and  were  successful  in  defeating  those  bills.  We  are  in  the  process  of 
preparing  a  roll  call  record  and  would  be  pleased  to  include  these  bills  in  our 
records . 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  has  been  working  xd.th  Frank  Quirk  and  the  Chairman  regarding 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  bills.  He  believes  that  we  are  going  to  come  out  with 
a  good  bill.  It  would  seem  that  we  are  going  to  get  the  largest  monetary  gain 
ever.  It  will  go  from  $95  -  $150  &  retain  dependents  in  the  lower  bracket. 
Dependency  benefits  would  cease  at  $150.  Maximum  would  be  $175  -  $l85»  However, 
there  is  a  snag  -  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  got  a  call  from  Walter  Mather  who  said  that 
there  was  a  misunderstanding  about  his  position.  He  and  John  Prendergast  met 
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with  Muther  &  McLaughlin.  We  would  go  along  with  a  2/3  average  with  $1$0  and 
dependents,  drop  dependents  after  $15>0  and  go  to  $175  maximum.  Mather  would 
raise  it  from  $95  to  $1^0  on  a  sliding  scale  for  dependents  -  $39  for  1  dependent, 
$33  for  2,  $27  for  3  and  $21  for  1+.  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  and  John  Prendergast 
figured  it  out  and  it  came  out  to  less  than  nothing.  Muther  wanted  it  in  a  two 
year  stage.  The  second  year  would  be  $100$  of  average  weekly  wage  of  the  state. 

The  Governor's  unemployment  bill  is  pretty  well  shot  down.  Crosier  and  Anderson 
have  been  flooding  the  committee  with  technical  reports.  We  have  the  services  of 
Mr.  McHugh  who  formerly  worked  for  the  Division  of  Employment  Security  and  the 
committee  respects  our  reports. 

The  bottle  &  can  bill  will  be  on  a  referendum. 

There  was  a  bill  in  the  State  House  to  boycott  goods  and  services  to  Arab 
countries.  Brothers  Mulloney,  Osborn  &  Bengston  appeared  on  it.  The  bill  was 
short  circuited  in  the  Senate. 

We  were  successful  in  killing  the  amendment  to  the  generic  drug  bill. 

Mr.  Rapoport  of  Pair  Shares  has  asked  us  to  support  H.5132,  the  Lifeline  bill. 
Labor  has  always  been  for  a  Lifeline  bill.  It  should  come  out  of  the  House 
with  an  oueht-to-pass.  Senator  Kelly  has  filed  an  amendment  to  cut  the  waiting 
time  frcm  9  months  to  immediately.  Mr.,  F.apcport  would  like  a  letter  of  support 
of  the  Lifeline  bill  from  the  Council. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  Legislative  Report.  So  voted. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farnham  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Council  go  on 
record  in  support  of  H.5'132  and  notify  the  proper  people  a.t  the  State  House  of 
our  position.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Cardinal  advised  the  Council  that  Tony  Svizsero  asked  him  to  express  his 
thanks  to  Secretary-Treasurer  Lcughlin  for  his  help  on  the  day  of  the  demonstration. 

V.P.  Campobasso  told  the  Council  that  AC¥A  and  the  Textile  Workers  Union  have 
merged  and  should  now  be  called  the  Amalgamated  Clothing  &  Textile  Workers  Union. 

V.P.  Campobasso  requested  that  with  regard  to  our  convention  we  should  notify  the 
hotel  not  to  use  J. P.  Stevens  produces.  Official  action  was  taken  at  a  former 
convention.  There  is  a  nationwide  campaign  against  J. P.  Stevens.  All  affiliates 
will  be  notified  of  products  made  by  J. P.  Stevens  &  Burlington  Mills.  The  boycott 
will  officially  start  when  we  get  the  word  and  we  expect  all  affiliates  to  support 
this  boycott. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  that  the  Council  notify  all  affiliates  and  central 
labor  councils  about  this  boycott  and  tell  them  we  want  their  cooperation. 
So  voted. 

V.P.  Femandes  pointed  out  that  the  research  department  is  now  putting  together 
a  list  identifying  the  products. 

President  Sullivan  appointed  a  committee  of  V.P.  Campobasso  &~V.P.  Fernandes  to 
meet  with  Brother  Sullivan  regarding  J. P.  Stevens  products  at  the  convention.

Sullivan,  therefore,  wrote  to  Mr.  Chandler  of  the  United  Way 
telling  him  that  the  time  had  come  to  have  a  meeting  of  all  interested  parties 
including  him,  the  representatives  of  the  United  Way  plus  Building  Trades, 
Bill  Cleary,  Jim  Loughlin  and  Bert  Farnham.  The  reason  for  the  meeting  is  to 
see  if  we  can  get  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  United  Way  to  take  some  action 
to  fulfill  the  three  requests.

named  the  Carter  co-ordinator  in  Massachusetts. 
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A  meeting  is  going  to  be  held  on  August  26,  197 6  with  the  Committee  from 
National  Cope  to  assist  in  congressional  elections. 

A  meeting  of  the  Cope  Committee  was  held  on  July  19,  1976.  The  following 
received  the  Committee's  endorsement;  Senator  Kennedy  -  Congressmen  Boland, 
Early,  Drinan,  Tsongas,  Harrington,  O'Neill,  Moakley,  Heckler,  Burke  &  Studds. 

There  has  "been  no  action  in  the  first  Congressional  District  and  further 
communication  indicated  that  the  Four  Central  Labor  Councils  in  the  area  would 
not  participate  officially  in  the  Primary. 

There  has  been  no  action  in  the  Seventh  Congressional  District  due  to  the  number 
of  candidates. 

On  July  20th  all  Central  Labor  Councils  were  notified  of  Cope  action  and  their 
cooperation  was  requested  in  the  forthcoming  election. 

Also  on  July  20th  the  endorsed  candidates  were  notified  of  Cope  action. 

On  August  10th  all  affiliates  were  forwarded  a  letter  and  bumper  sticker  in 
support  of  Senator  Kennedy  and  request  was  made  for  support  of  the  Nationally 
endorsed  ticket. 

Notification  was  received  of  the  AFL-CIO' s  Executive  Council  action  of  July  19th, 
the  endorsement  of  the  candidacy  of  Carter-Mondale  ticket.  In  addition,  the 
General  Board  of  the  AFL-CIO  will  meet  on  August  31st  to  prepare  for  the  campaign 
and  mobilize  Labor's  support. 

Meetings  were  held  with  Congressman  O'Neill  on  August  l6th  and  Congressman  Drinan 
on  August  17th. 

Meetings  will  be  held  with  Congressman  Moakley  on  the  19th  and  Congressman  Tsongas 
on  the  20th.  On  September  7th  a  meeting  will  be  held  with  Congressman  Studds  of 
New  Bedford.  In  October  there  will  be  a  meeting  with  Congressman  Harrington. 

Budget  forms  have  been  received  for  Central  Labor  Union's  participation  in 
Computer  program.  They  are  being  forwarded  to  the  respective  Central  Labor  Unions. 

An  additional  ^70  =  92  was  received  for  the  Gompers-Murray  Dinner  -  the  total  is 
now  $3,l60.7lt. 

As  of  2s 00  P.M.  August  10th,  1976  printed  ballots  were  not  available. 

Cope  Dir.  Callahan  is  drafting  a  resolution  on  the  Graduated  Incoms  Tax:. 

Cope  Dir.  Callahan  believes  that  he  will  have  to  call  a  Cope  meeting  after  the 
Convention  as  the  results  of  the  primary  will  not  be  completed  on  Wednesday, 
September  15,  1976.  He  would  prefer  to  discuss  the  Congressional  primary  election 
action  at  the  Cope  meeting  during  the  Convention. 

The  Brockton  Central  Labor  Council  is  holding  a  Breakfast  at  Leonards  in  Brockton 
on  September  11,  1976  at  9s00  A.M.  for  Congressman  Burke.  V.P.  LaGrasta  invited 
the  members  of  the  Executive  Board  to  attend. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Cope  report  and  authorize  Cope  Dir. 
Callahan  to  hold  a  Cope  meeting  after  the  Convention.  So  voted. 


IEGISLATIVE  RKPCICT 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  advised  that  the  Roll  Call  records  will  be  available  Monday 
and  will  be  sent  to  all  affiliates.  There  are  13  roll  calls  -  2  in  the  Senate 
and  11  in  the  House. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  has  had  two  meetings  with  Chairman  Finnegan  of  Ways  &  Means. 
He  got  out  the  Energy  Siting  Facilities  bill  which  wants  a  member  of  the  AFL-CIO 
on  that  committee  -  the  Generic  bill  has  been  put  on  the  calendar  -  Tips  and 
Crratuities  and  Illegal  Aliens  Bills  will  not  get  any  activity  until  after  the 

primary. 
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eg.  Dir.  Cashman  met  with  Speaker  KcGee  and  his  legislative  aide,  Lawless. 
They  discussed  our  legislation,  which  bills  were  possible  and  which  were  not. 
We  want  to  bring  the  bills  out  to  give  us  a  chance  to  lobby  the  House  &  Senate. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  met  with  Rep.  Flaherty,  Committee  on  Judiciary,  regarding  the 
bill  to  force  the  insurance  companies  to  issue  certificates  of  insurance  to 
manufacturers  on  their  products. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  assisted  the  Teachers  in  getting  Flaherty  to  release  their 
bill  on  the  three  judge  injunction.  The  Arab  Boycott  bill  went  through  the 
House  and  Senate  but  was  stopped.lt  has  been  redrafted.  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman 
received  a  letter  from  Raytheon  and  AGC  saying  that  they  had  no  objection  to 
the  redraft.  Everyone  is  off  the  hook.  It  won't  offend  any  Jewish  people 
come  election  time.  There  isn't  going  to  be  any  controversial  bills  put  out 
before  election. 

At  the  request  of  the  telephone  workers  a  meeting  was  held  with  Chairman  Finnegan, 
Ways  &  Means,  in  reference  to  the  Directory  Assistance  Charge  bill.  1,000  jobs 
would  be  in  danger  if  the  telephone  company  decides  to  charge  for  directory 
assistance.  The  bill  number  is  H.  1+219  &  Chairman  Finnegan  promised  them  he 
would  get  it  out  but  work  had  to  be  done  in  the  Senate. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  regard  to  Workmen's  Compensation.  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman 
believes  that  we  might  get  &15>0.00  and  retain  dependents  with  a  cap  of  Sl7£» 
It  would  be  done  in  two  years.  The  second  year  would  be  2/3  of  the  average 
weekly  wage  or  100%  of  the  weekly  wage  of  the  State  and  drop  dependents  after 
^1^0.00.  At  the  meeting,  which  was  lengthy,  it  was  suggested  that  if  the 
Council  approves  this  then  Leg.  Dir,  Cashman  and  John  Prendergast  would  inform 
McKinnon  &  Demers  that  we  would  agree  to  this  two  year  plan  to  increase 
Workmen's  Compensation.  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  was  also  informed  that  widow's 
benefits  would  increase  $1+0  or  ■$h$* 

Information  has  been  received  that  the  Commissioner  of  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board  is  amenable  to  two  part  time  commissioners  for  12  year  terms.  A  bill  is 
in  to  add  5  Commissioners.  The  consensus  is  that  the  Legislature  won't  buy  it. 
The  other  option  is  to  add  2  Commissioners  for  I4.  year  terms. 

Bottles  &  Cans  -  If  this  referendum  passes  it  will  mean  the  loss  of  many  jobs. 
There  is  a  committee  in  Massachusetts  which  is  working  on  it.  Bruce  Wright 
was  going  to  speak  to  the  Council  but  was  unable  to  fit  it  into  his  schedule. 
Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  would  like  to  have  him  speak  at  the  Convention. 

Pres.  Sullivan  stated  that  it  is  his  understanding  that  these  people  have  a  film 
and  he  thinks  that  they  should  be  prepared  to  run  this  film  as  part  of  their 
presentation  and  inform  him  of  the  acceptance  of  this  by  the  Executive  Council 
as  part  of  Bill  Cashman' s  report. 
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With  regard  to  Workmen's  Compensation,  Pres.  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  we 
will  outline  to  the  Legislature,  through  Denier  s  &  McKinnon,  what  we  will  take. 
The  first  year  we  will  take  £;150.00  plus  dependents.  The  second  year  we  want 
100%  of  the  average  weekly  wage  of  Mass. 

Vice  Pres.  Prendergast  advised  that  this  is  the  best  package  we  ever  had.  If 
a  problem  comes  up  we  have  to  contact  our  people  in  the  Legislature  to  put  the 
package  across.

Loiighlin  sent 
a  letter  on  September  10th  indicating  he  was  displeased  with  the  endorsement  of 
the  Association  over  an  AFL-CIO  affiliate. 

An  election  is  now  going  on  and  V.P.  Ferreira  asked  the  Council  to  endorse  the 
Alliance  against  the  Enforcement  Association.  He  also  requested  that  in  the 
future  if  Chester  Broderick  comes  before  the  Council,  the  Council  reach  out  to 
the  AFSC&ME  or  SEIU  to  check  into  what  he  is  looking  for.

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  the  communication  from  A.  Michael  Mullane,  President

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Sullivan  turned  the  meeting  over  to  V.Po  Barron  for  a  report  on  the  Sunday 

Blue  Laws. 

V.P.  Barron  advised  that  an  organizing  crew  was  brought  in  on  Sunday  in  cooperation 
with  the  local  agents  and  the  Zayres  stores  were  hit  with  a  flyer  and  an 
authorization  card.  Zayres  is  very  anti  union.  If  we  can  get  responses  from 
the  Zayres  stores  there  will  be  an  organizing  drive.  V.P.  Barron  requested 
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that  the  members  of  the  Council  advise  anyone  they  know  that  works  at  Zayres 
to  read  the  flyer,  make  out  the  cards  and  contact  the  local  unions. 

We  are  going  to  have  a  problem  in  the  Legislature  even  though  the  vote  was 
close.  We  will  try  to  protect  anything  we  can  there.  Retail  employees  do 
not  get  Saturday  off.  Sunday  is  the  only  day  they  have  and  it  shouldn't  be 
taken  away  from  them.  Rhode  Island,  after  facing  the  same  illegal  situation, 
amended  their  laws  and  allowed  legal  Sunday  openings  for  four  weeks  between 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  If  we  have  to  buy  something  in  the  Legislature 
that  seems  the  only  reasonable  solution. 

V.P.  Barron  asked  the  cooperation  of  the  people  in  making  sure  that  employees 
in  the  stores  know  that  there  is  a  place  they  can  get  help.  Even  if  we 
get  union  contracts  in  these  discount  stores  there  won't  be  Sunday  openings 
because  they  are  too  cheap  to  pay  the  freight. 

Pres.  Sullivan  advised  that  he  has  discussed  the  Sunday  Blue  Laws  with  Bob  Segal, 
John  Barron  and  Bill  Cashman.  V.P.  Barron  went  to  Court  with  the  intention  of 
speaking  on  the  Sunday  Blue  Laws  but  was  told  that  only  the  people  who  filed 
the  case  -  Zayres  -  and  the  attorneys  were  allowed  to  speak.  Bob  Segal  called 
the  attorneys  who  filed  the  case  and  he  received  a  copy  of  the  8  page  opinion 
of  Judge  Wilkins  plus  a  copy  of  the  suit  filed  by  Zayres. 

Until  such  time  as  the  Attorney  General  files  the  facts  with  Judge  Wilkins  and 
he  turns  it  over  to  the  full  Board  of  the  Supreme  Court,  no  action  will  be  taken 
but  we  do  intend  to  file  a  brief  and  become  an  amicus  curiae  (friend  of  the  Court) 
and  will  have-  the  right  to  file  briefs. 

V.P.  Barron  met  with  Bob  Grieco  who  is  handling  the  case  for  the  Attorney  General's 
office.  We  have  all  the  material  that  has  been  filed  to  date.  Bob  Segal  intends 
to  meet  with  him  and  the  Committee  against  the  seven  day  work  week.  That  committee 
has  retained  an  attorney  and  will  file  a  brief  testing  the  constitutionality  of 
that  law. 

The  Tax  Department  of  Massachusetts  is  making  a  fool  out  of  themselves  by  sending 
Inspectors  to  New  Hampshire  to  catch  people  from  Massachusetts  who  are  buying 
liquor  there.  Mr.  Clark  made  statements  that  they  were  violating  the  law.  They 
are  going  to  take  it  out  on  these  people. 

V.P.  Dominick  stated  that  there  was  a  meeting  last  Friday  with  8  or  9  Legislators 
to  tell  them  how  serious  a  violation  of  the  law  the  Sunday  openings  are.  Rep.  Demere 
stated  at  the  meeting  that  we  have  a  serious  problem.  We  are  going  to  have  to  test 
the  courts  on  the  constitutionality  of  the  law.  The  Attorney  General  is  asking 
law  enforcement  agencies  to  enforce  the  law.  V.P.  Dominick  thinks  we  should  take 
some  protective  action  today  as  to  where  we  are  going.  The  hearing  is  going  to 
be  held  on  January  l8th  in  the  Gardner  Auditorium  and  we  should  get  as  cany  people 
from  assorted  phases  of  the  trade  union  there  as  well  as  our  legal  representative. 

The  First  National  Stores  were  going  to  open  on  Sunday  and  use  the  people  they 
chose.  They  would  pay  double  time  but  it  would  be  to  the  part  time  people. 
Seniority  would  not  count  even  though  they  should  be  the  ones  to  get  the  work. 
Bradless  is  open  but  is  paying  people  double  time. 

A  survey  was  dene  in  Vermont  en  the  True   Laws.  The  survey  showed  that  even  though 
the  stores  were  open  7  days  the  business  spread  out  and  they  did  the  same  amount 
in  7  days  as  they  had  done  in  6.  They  then  closed  their  doors.

V.P.  Dominick  believes  that  the  Attorney  General  deserves  a  commendation  from 
this  "body  and  we  should  let  him  know  that.  V.P.  Dominick  also  commended  John 
Barron  for  doing  an  excellent  job. 

The  Governor  should  be  reprimanded  by  this  body.  The  law  is  the  law  and  he 
should  not  tell  the  law  enforcement  agencies  to  look  the  other  way.  V.P.  Dominick 
also  suggested  that  we  picket  stores  that  open  on  Sunday  and  boycott  people 
selling  on  Sundays. 

President  Sullivan  advised  that  we  have  already  taken  action  and  it  is  in  the 
hands  of  our  attorney.  No  action  can  be  taken  legally  until  such  time  as  the 
Attorney  General  hands  the  facts  in  the.  case  over  to  Judge  Wilkins  who  will  then 
turn  it  over  to  the  Supreme  Court.  Also,  with  regard  to  commending  the  Attorney 
General,  we  gave  out  a  press  release  two  days  after  the  statement  of  the  Attorney 
General.  We  know  that  Attorney  General  Bellotti  notified  the  proper  people  to 
uphold  the  law.  The  press  release  commended  Attorney  General  Bellotti  for  his 
stand.  He  is  sworn  to  uphold  the  law  and  he  intends  to  do  so  regardless  of  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  judge  or  the  Governor. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  send  a  letter  to  the  Governor  denouncing  him  on 
his  stand  regarding  the  Blue  Laws.  Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  amend  the 
motion  to  say  that  the  Executive  Officers  be  authorized  to  take  proper  action 
on  the  Governor's  stand  regarding  the  Sunday  Blue  Laws.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Cardinal  asked  if  we  were  against  the  Sunday  openings  because  it  is  against 
the  law  or  because  some  of  our  brothers  and  sisters  are  being  infringed  upon. 

V.P.  Cardinal  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Mass.  State  Labor 
Council  send  a  letter  to  all  locals  explaining  our  position  on  the  Sunday  Blue 
Laws . 

V.P.  Barron  explained  that  we  are  opposed  to  Sunday  openings  because  we  are 
concerned  about  our  members.  Opening  stores  on  Sunday  is  going  to  cost  money, 
isn't  going  to  create  jobs  and  will  not  increase  the  tax  revenue.  The  extra 
expense  is  going  to  be  paid  by  everybody.  You  cannot  open  a  store  for  another 
day  without  additional  expense.  Lights,  heat,  air  conditioning  and  utilizing 
registers  all  cost  money.  They  won't  lose  their  profit.  They  will  pass  the 
cost  on  to  the  consumer. 

There  was  a  discussion  regarding  the  Sunday  Blue  Laws  and  then  a  motion  was 
duly  made  &  seconded  to  shut  off  debate.  So  voted  with  Vice  Presidents  Cardinal, 
Mello  and  Dominick  recorded  as  opposed. 

The  motion  to  send  a  letter  to  all  locals  explaining  our  position  on  the  Sunday 
Blue  Laws  was  so  voted  with  V.P.  Dominick  being  recorded  as  opposed. 

V.P.  Barron  added  that  the  Mass. State  Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO  in  convention  voted 
to  oppose  any  change  in  the  Sunday  Blue  Laws. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  President's  Report.   So  voted. 

Attorney  Segal  gave  the  present  status  of  the  case  on  the  Sunday  Blue  Laws.   It 
originated  under  the  statute  as  amended  in  1962.  Zayres  is  asking  for  an 
injunction  to  stop  any  enforcement  of  the  laws  while  the  case  is  still  being 
litigated.  Wilkins  heard  it  and  handed  down  an  8  page  opinion.  He  will  refer 
the  case  to  the  full  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  when  all  the  papers  are  filed. 
He  denied  the  injunction.  In  his  coiu&ents  he  states  that  the  law  is  unconstitutional 
It  is  discriminatory  against  some  groups  and  favorable  to  others.  He  doesn't 
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doesn't  believe  the  law  should  be  enforced  until  the  court  acts  upon  it.  There 
will  be  a  hearing  on  January  l8th.  Any  group  can  file  a  brief  with  the  court's 
okay.  We  can  file  an  amicus  curiae  brief.  If  we  decide  to  file  such  a  brief 
we  would  have  to  have  it  printed  and  have  research  done  on  it.  The  briefs  ought 
to  be  filed  by  the  parties  primarily  involved.  The  more  briefs  filed  the  better 
position  we  will  be  in, 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  gave  the  General  Fund  and  Cope  financial  reports. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  financial  reports.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  advised  the  Council  that  he  has  been  attending  many  hearings 
on  energy  and  unemployment.  The  findings  will  come  out  later. 

Also,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  he  had  sent  a  name  to  the  Governor  for 
consideration  as  Trustee  of  the  University  of  Mass.  Two  years  ago  we  submitted 
the  name  and  got  a  promise  that  we  would  have  someone  on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
We  got  O'Neill's  word  that  we  would  have  somebody  on  the  Board.  Last  week  there 
was  a  change  and  we  were  ignored. 

The  Executive  Council  meetings  will  be  at  the  Parker  House  from  now  on. 

With  regard  to  the  Convention,  seeing  as  the  Statler  has  closed  we  are  going  to 
have  to  hold  our  Conventions  at  the  Copley  Plaza.  They  have  September  11,  12,  13 
and  lit,  1978  open  and  October  29?  30,  31  and  November  1,  1979  available. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  allow  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  to  take  care  of  dates 
on  an  option  for  1978  and  1979  Conventions.  So  voted. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  a  letter  of  resignation  from  Vice  President  Grieco  and 
V.P.  Grieco' s  recommendation  that  Prank  Talarico  replace  him.  Motion  duly  made 
and  seconded  to  accept  Mike  Grieco 's  resignation  with  regret  and  his  recommendation 
that  Prank  Talarico  replace  him.   So  voted. 

A  motion  was  duly  made  &  seconded  to  eupport  a  tax  deduction  to  finance  state 
elections.  So  voted. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  turn  communications  over  to  the  Executive  Officers. 
So  voted. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farnham  received  a  request  from  Senator  Bulger  and  Joe  Buttner  that  we 
support  a  piece  of  legislation  filed  by  them  that  the  members  of  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  get  paid  the  same  as  a  District  Court  Judge  and  that  the  number 
be  increased  from  12  to  li|,  one  of  the  two  additions  to  be  a  female  and  the  other 
a  labor  appointee. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  support  the  legislation.  So  voted. 

Executive  Vice  President  Cleary  has  been  contacted  by  a  number  of  people  requscting 
support  of  Art  Solomon,  Director  of  M.I.T.  for  the  position  of  under secreta:i,y  of 
EUD.  We  have  had  problems  with  HUD  and  Art  Solomon  would  not  forget  Labor's  support 
if  he  .received  it. 
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Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  support  Art  Solomon  for  the  position  of 
undersecretary  of  HUD.  So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  told  the  Council  that  he  filed  a  late  filed  bill  for  the 
barbers  based  upon  a  resolution  which  came  out  of  their  convention  requiring 
educational  qualifications  for  a  barber's  license. 

He  also  told  the  Council  that  if  they  were  interested  in  any  particular  bill 
to  get  him  the  information  and  he  will  see  that  each  member  of  the  committee 
involved  gets  it. 

Any  information  the  Council  may  have  with  respect  to  abuses  of  pension  offset 
or  voluntary  quits  broken  down  into  specific  cases  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  would 
appreciate  receiving. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  also  asked  for  permission  sometime  during  this  legislative 
session  to  have  7  or  8  receptions  in  order  to  bring  the  members  of  the  Council 
together  with  the  legislators  from  their  district. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Legislative  report  and  recommendations, 
So  voted. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  adjourn.  So  voted.
